Washington, July G.—One of the 


most vital and inexcusable errors a 
legislative 
body can commit is to 


pass a law containing a discrepancy 
in the date it shall take effect. 


The Democratic Congress incor- 


porated just such a blunder in the 
"war tax" law. 


Section 21 of this law declares 


that "the stamp taxes prescribed on. 
the articles provided for in Schedule 
B shall attach to all such articles 
thirty days after the approval of the 
act." 


Schedule B itself, however, pro- 


vides that "all articles and prepar- 
ations provided for which are in the 
hands of manufacturers or dealers 
on December 1, 1014. shall be sub- 
ject to the payment of the stamp 
taxes herein," etc. 


The two provisions arc absolutely 


contradictory. 
When the Treasury 


Department came to enforce the law 
it ,wa,s. unable. t0 harmonize^ thj^.two,- v; 
conflicting dates. 
Congress had ad- 


journed and it was impossible 
to 


correct the blunder by proper legis- 
lative action. 


A forced interpretation was 
the 


only alternative. The Department ar- 
bitrarily fixed the date of enforce- 
ment, virtually assuming a function 
that belonged only to the legislative 
body. 


The 
whole subject of 
financial 


legislation seems to have been a fatal 


tumbing block to the 
Democrats. 


While they have blundered in scores 
of other important measures, 
this 


tendency has been specially 
empha- 


sized in every statute dealing with 
the receipt of expenditure of money 
to conduct the affairs of government. 


The last 
Congress passed three 


laws notably designed 
.• 
fuse 


money.—first, the tariff lu . ; s> ond, 
the income tax law; and third, the 
"war tax." 
It is significant that the 


revenues from each fell short of the 
amount needed, thereby contributing 
to the treasury deficit,'and has led 
to a mass of expensive litigation be- 
cause the legislative intent could be 
determined only by judicial interpre- 
tation.

RAISING POULTRY For fROFIT 


By John Wildig 


"Xow that 
the trade in day-old, 


chicks has reached large proportions 
it certainly would be to the interest 
of 
many purchasers if they 
could 


order, say, nine females and three 
males to the dozen, or say ninety 
per cent females 
and ten per cent 


males. I am refering to barred rock 
chicks mainly and it is a fact that' 
the sexes of this breed can be dis- 
tinguished 
on the day 
they 
are 


hatched. Invariably the females have 
the dark leg1 and the males the yel- 
low leg with the white spot on the 
head somewhat enlarged. You will 
also notice that the pullets have a 
dark willow-colored beak. Separate 
the pullets from the cockerls as they 
do much better.' This plan is very 
good for an extensive barred rock 
breeder to know because you 
can 


separate the sexes the day they are 
hatched. Place the male birds in a 
pen by themselves and pnsh them 
along with good feed iind get them 
on the market as soon as possible. 
Tlie early pullets give free range and 
keep your winter layers. 


Many, very many, 
growers of 


chicks do not realize the importance 
of keeping the young stock speedily 
growing until the pullets reach lay- 


ing maturity. 
They seem to think 


they have done all of their duty when 
they have the chicks hatched 
out 


and running out of doors. A great 
many-do that and they pay the .pen- 
alty 'in 
slower 
growth, 
stunted 


growth, Gate maturity of the pullets 
and a decided shrinkage in the pos- 
sible prolits. That shrinkage of pro- 
fits is tlie hit that hurts. 
We all 


want good profits. That is what we 
keep poultry for, it is not vitally 
important then that we see to it that 
the young 
stock is kept 
growing 


steadily' to the end that we obtain 
the 
best possible profits 
for our 


work. 


The pocketbook is sometimes more 


sensitive than the mind. And that 
profits 
are substantially shrunken 


by mishandling both the youngsters 
and the 
laying stock 
is evident. 


When 1 hear of an average of one 
dollar a year per head of layers 
kept-and 1 have authentic records of 
three dollars or better per head of 
layers 
kept-there 
is 
manifestly 


something wrong in the care 
and 


management of the stock that pays 
only 
one dollar profit a year 
per 


head. When a man is satisfied with 
this, he neglects his opportunities.

criminal court convener here tomor- 
row the day set for the arraignment 
of Thomas Taggart, Mayor Joseph 
E. Bell and the 125 other Indiana 
politicians—the question uppermost.

any of the indicted men will plead 
guilty. 


Will the forces of the indicted men 


be divided or will they present an un- 
broken front < to the 
prosecution'? 


With that question 
answered,

state will have something on which 
to "dope" out the case. 
Dp to to- 


day it has been a matter of much 
conjecture just how much evidence 
prosecutor Alvah J. Mucker has 
against the men whom the Marion 
county grand jury indicted charged 
with conspiring to corrupt the county 
registration, • primary and election. - 


If a large number plead guilty to- 


morrow the case of the state will be 
materially strengthened, it is believed 
If a few will plead guilty it will help 
the state. But if the ranks are un- 
broken then the state will have to 
tight for every vantage point in the 
opinion of those vitally interested. 


There had been little indication up 


to today that any of the indicted men 
intend 
to plead 
guilty. 
It 
was 


known that sveral defendants had 
been released on their own recogni- 
zance, but the state v.-as not publish- 
ing this fact broadcast. 


There was nothing to indicate that 


any sensational 
developments were 


to bet expectoti, such as came when 
the Terre Haute conspirators were 
arraigned in the Federal court. Over 
eighty pleaded guilty that day indic- 
ating the strength of District Attor- 
ney Dailey's case. 


The plan so far as known was 


for the defendants to be arraigned 
one at a time begining at nine a. in. 
It was 
believed that many would 


waive arraignment and enter pleas 
of not guilty. This would 
prevent 


reading of the indictment and would 
be advantageous in cnse the indict- 
ment were attacked later.

Berlin, (By Wireless to Sayville,) 


July 0.—British aviators who 
nt- 


empted a great aerial raid on the 
jcnnan Nortli Sea coast were routed

announced today. 


German airships sighted the Brit-
